Final Report on the Oilsced Crops of Bengal, 1900-1001. 


Explanatory.—This forecast furnishes the final estimates 
of the area and outturn of all the various kinds of oilseeds 
(radi and bhadot) grown in these Provinces, 

Character of the season,—The monsoon rains were fitful 
and irregular during the past year. In September the fall 
was general and heavy, while in several districts of Lower 
Bengal it was altogethor abnormal. There was very little 
rain in the two following months, and in Decomber also the 
fall was in defect everywhere, excepting Orissa and parts 
of Bihar, Tho rainfall in January and February was very 
much in excess of tho normal in most parts of the Province, 
but was deficient in North and East Bengal. In March the 
fall has been deficient all over the Province. Ou the whole, 
the season has been decidedly unfavourable to the oilseed 
crops generally, which have suifered from an excess of 
in many districts, and from a comparative drought in 
others. 

‘Area sown.—The normal area under the several oilseed 
crops is estimated as 4,022,600 acres, out of which 8,805,700 
acres are reported to have been sown. this year. This 
apparent contraction in the area is duo chiefiy to local 
variations, which have been insufficiently explained, and only 
in a small measure to the unfavourable nature of the season, 
Lest year, only 3,038,400 acres were cult:vated with oilsved 
exops in this Province. 

Character of the crop.—From the abstract of the district 
returns given in Appendix I, it wili be seen that out of the 
45 districts in the Province, only one (Saran, 120 per cent.) 
pa acrop above the normal, end that three districts

1, Explanatory.—This report furnishes the final esti- 
mates of the area and outturn of the wheat crop of the past 
season in these Provinces, 

Under the standing orders of Government a summary 
of the reports on the principal harvests of the year is 
included in this report and an abstract statement, containing 
the district reports regarding the fluctuations in the prices of 
food-grains during the year and the present condition of 
food-stocks in each district, is also appended to it. 

2. Character of the scason.—The rainfall of the year has 
been in many respects abnormal, and has proved very 
unfavourable fo the wheat crop. In the monsoon period the 
fall was capricious and badly distributed. In September 
it was heavy and genoral, and in the Burdwan, Presi- 
dency, and ‘Orissa Divisions greatly exceeded the normal. 
Tho fall in October'was very much in. defect all over tho 
Province, except in Orissa, while in November there was 
practically no rain anywhere. In December also the fall 
was in defect everywhere, except in Orissa and in parts of 
Bihar and South-West Bengal. The rainfall in January and 
February was very much in excess of the normal, excopt 
in Nort, and East Bengal, and was especially bevy in tho 
Chota Nagpur Division, The fall in March was below the 
average, The excess of rain in February caused serious 
damage to the wheat crop which was then ripe, and the crop 
in Bihar, which had promised well, gave but a poor outturn. 

8. Arca sown—Since the issue of the first forecast 
of this crop, several District Officers have revised their 
figures of normal area, and tho total normal area under 
wisat in this Proyince now stands at 1,567,800 acres. 
The estimated area actually sown this year has also been 
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revised in some cases, but is still some 36,890 acres above 
the normul. Last year only 1,550,300 acres were sown 
with this crop. ‘The extension of cultivation is scarcely 
more than normal, and is practically confined to the districts 
of Murshidabad, Patna, and Malda, where some rice lands in 
which the winter rice crop had failed were sown with wheat. 

4, Quiturn.—Since the publication of the preliminary 
forecast, the ero has improved in only three districts, while 
it has deteriorated in as many as twenty-three districts, the 
deterioration in the Patna Division due to unfavourable 
weather in February last being especially marked, From 
the annexed abstract of the final district returns, it will be 
seen that only one district (Mulda 110 per cont.) now reports 
a crop above the normal, while four districts (Birbinm, 
Darjeoling. Champaran, and Angul) return a normal crop, 
and six (Midnapore, Rajshahi, Pabna, Saran, Bhagalpur, and 
the Sonthal Parganas) ‘estimate a crop b-iween 91 and 99 
per cent, In five of the remaining districts the crop is 
estimated at between 81 and 90 per cet, and in eight 
others it is estimated at between 70 ani 80 per cent, 
while the outturn in the remaining twelve falls below 70 per 
cent. of a normal crop. In the first forecast of this crop, 
which was based on its prospects as they stood at the end of 
January, it was anticipated that the January rain would, on 
the whole, prove beneficial to it, if followed, as might 
reasonably have been expected, by fine und sunny weather 
in February. Rain and cloud, however, continued, with the 
disastrous results which have been noted above, Although 
the damage has probably boen overestimated in some 
districts, it has undoubtedly becn great, and I now estimate 
the actual outturn of the crop at 85 per cent. only, as 
compared with an estimate of 105 per cont. in the first 

* forecast, 

The gross outturn of the wheat crop may be roughly 
estimated as 507,000 tons as compared with an outturn of 
572,700 tons in 1899-1900. 

5. Summary of harvesis.—The following is a summary of 
the harvests of the year 1900-1901. 

Bhadoi or Autumn crops.—The season was generally 
unfavourable to these crops, although less so than in the 
Previous year. There was @ smaller area than usual placed 
under them, the area under the bhadui food-crops amounting 
to 12,704,300 acres only, as compared with a normal area 
of 13,744,400. The putturn of these food-crops was about 
90 per cent. of ‘the’ normal, while the jute crop was" about 
normal and other non-food bhadoi crops gave an outturtf*of 
sant se per cent, 

._ Winter rice—Owing to the capricious and uneven! 
distributed rainfall of the year, and to the serious flock 











oocasioned by. the September rains in the, Burdwan. 
Presidency, avd Orissa Divisions, the winter rice crop of 
the Province was but a poor one. ‘The area cultivated with 
this crop was estimated, at 28,940,900. acres, against 
31,23!,300 acres in 1899, and the outturn was finally esti- 
mated at §8 per cent, of a normal crop. 

Rabi crops.—The season has been generally unfavourable 
tothe growth and ripening of the rabi crops. ‘The area 
cultivated with them was below the normal, the area under 
rabi food-crops amounting to 9,338,300 acres as against. a 
normal area of 9,456,600 acres. The outturn of these crops 
averaged about 85 per cent. in the past year as compared 
with an outturn of something over 90 per cent. in 
1899-1900, 

6. Food-stocks. and the prices of food-grains,—The unpre- 
cedentedly heavy export of rice to. the famine districts of 
Central and Western India during the past year has had 
some effect, on the: food-stocks of the Province, and has 
caused prices to rule higher than usual in almost every 
district, while the produce of the year’s supply, of food-grains 
has been generally below the average. ‘The stocks in hand 
are svid to be small in some districts, especially in parts of 
Chota Nagpur, and plentiful in others. They are probably, 
‘on. the whole, sufficient, . 

7, Exports of wheat to Calcutia.—F rom. Shateads statistics

Dispensary Returns have been prescribed hy the Government of India. "As, 
however, the orders on ‘the subject were received too late to allow of the 
changes being made in the returns for the past year, the Inspector-General of 
Civil Hospitals has on this occasion submitted his report in the usual form, 

2, In all 532 dispensaries were open on the 31st December 1900, 
showing a net increase of 19 in the course of tie year. The number’ was 
really greater by 3, as 3 out of 4, which ave returned as closed, were merely 
transferred toa different category. The district of Purnea, which has hitherto 
been very poorly supplied with medical institutions, contributes 6 out of the 19; 
while a seventh, which previously existed as a private institution, has been 
brought under Government supervision. Some of the unhealthy districts of 
Eastern Bengal also show a gratifying increase in the number of their medical 
institutions. 

4, ‘The number of patients treated during the year, both indoor and 
outdoor, increased from 3,291,243 to 8,467,381. It‘is to be feared that the 
increase is due as much to the unhealthiness of the year as to the popularity 
of the Government dispensaries. The newly-openod institutions are accountable 
for 52,500 of the increase, which illustrates how far they have supplied a, want, 
Sixteen out of 19 dispensaries in which the attendance was most largely reduced. 
are in the Patna Division and Monghyr. The falling off in these. was 
undoubtedly due to the alarm excited by the prevalence of plague, and itis 
hoped that they will speedily recover their former popularity. 

4, The increased mortality of the year, due to its general unhealthiness, 
has been remarked upon in the review-of the Sanitary Commissioner's report, 
Comment has there been made upon the prevalence of certain diseuses, and the 
conclusions there arrived at are borne out by the present returns. One special 
epidemic requires notice, A disease locally known as ‘‘Batphut,” which was 
seertained to be prevalent in @ portion of the Khondmals of the Orissa 
Tributary States, was, under the orders of Government, investigated by 
Captain Rogers, 19.8, Deputy Sanitary Commissioner. He pronounced the 
disoase to be. one of virulent syphilis—probably introduced from the Sonpar 
Native State in the Central Provinces, On receipt of his report the necessary 
measures were taken to render medical aid, 

5. No case of special professional importance is reported among tho 
‘Surgical operations of the year. The number performed shows a slight increase

8. Class and Sex of Patients —The attendance of women and children at 
medical institutions fails to show a proportionate increase.

The Lieutenant-Governor is gratified to observe the letes increase of 
s, 50,430 in subscriptions from natives—an inerease distributed over a large 
number of institutions. The increase in private Erte ney to Local Fund 
hospitals is particularly gratifying as vindicating the plan adopted last year 


of securing to these institutions the full benefit of the contributions they are 


able to obtain from the charitable public. 

The total expenditure, excluding investments, was Rs. 10,09,606-3-4, or 
Rs. 1,06,915-11-2 in excess of the previous year—an increase mainly accounted 
for by the addition to the number of dispensaries. The cost of diet rose with 
the price of food grains, and more extensive purchases of European medicines 
were made, 

«8, Inspections, —The lengthy statement showing the number of inspeo- 
tions of each dispensary in detail has this year been omitted from the Report. 
Phe Inspoctor-General of Civil Hospitals is right in considering its inclu- 
sion unnecessary. It is sufficient to bring particular instances of good 
work or the reverse to the notice of Government. Tho work done in 
the past year was on tho whole satisfactory, though a few districts are 
instanced in which the inspections fell short of the required standard. In all 
21 dispensaries remained unvisited during the year, and the Licutenant- 
Governor trusts that the warnings addressed by the Inspector-General to the 
officers in fault will bear fruit in the coming year. Colonel Hendley himself 
visited 188 institutions during the year, including, besides dispensaries, asy- 
lums, jails, police hospitals, and “medical schools. His report testifies to the 

ing interest, which is almost everywhere displayed, in the improvement of 
medical institutions. Much remains to be done, but when public interest 
has once been aroused, uniform advance may be anticipated. And the 
Lieutenant-Governor is convinced that the gratifying results which aro now 
apparent are largely due to the contagion of Colonel Hendley’s enthusiasm.

has been most marked in the short-term prisonors, especially those op, 
yictod for theft, .and among the jails showing the greatest are thos 
of the Chota Nagpur and Orissa Divisions, where alone during the 
your somcity hs been felt. Tn spite howover, of the number of admiagon 
of convicts falling in the years 1898 and 1809 to the average of the six years 
receding 1897, the average jail population of convicts has during these years 
en considerably higher than in any year before 1897. In the year under 
review the average jail population of convicts alone has risen from’ 17,265 to 
18,453; in 1807 the ayerage population of convicts was 17,366 ; and a8 the 
number of admissions in. tho two following years was not greater thay 
before the famine, the rise in tho average population can only be duo to ay 
jncreaso in the number of long sentences, that is, inthe numbor of persons 
convicted for serious crimes. From a jail point of view, the position desoryes 
foriows consideration. Excluding hospitals and obsorvation cells, the jails 
of the province provide altogether accommodation for an average of 17,804 
convicts. During the yearthe average convict population (excluding the sick) was 
17,332, The margin is dangerously narrow, ‘and even with the frees 
ayon of transfers, it is impossible to avoid serious overcrowding in some of 
(9 jails where the prisoners are chiefly short-term convicts. Tho system of 
cubicles is being gradually introduced, and is is clear that, if tho average 
pulation continues so high, it will be necessary to add considerably to the 
jail accommodation, 

2. The statistics of the convicts disclose no ere. ‘variations from 
the previous years. Roughly 2 per cont. more were indus, and the proportion 
of Muhammadans leoreased/ by the same amount. The number of illiterntes 
remained constant at 89°97 per cent. of the whole, but the percentage of the 
cultivating class was slightly lower at 55-99 per cent. The number of habitual 
convicts admitted during the year rose to 7,000, The number of juvenile 
prisoners rose from 807 to 471, of whom 43 were girls. As only 7 oi these 
were sent to the depot for-gir] convicts at Bhagalpar, it is presumed that the rest 
werd sentenced to terms shorter than three months, The very considerable rise 
jn the number of juvenile offenders sent to jail is unsatisfactory, and it is hoped 
that it arises from merely temporary causes and does not mean that the courts 
are paying less attention to the more suitable methods. provided by law for 
dealing with juvonilo offenders. ‘The number of cases in which solitary 
confinement formed part of |the sentence has risen from 85 to 307, and this 
form of punishment has been more frequently used for the purposes of jail 
discipline. :

The Inspector-General now represents rightly that the year was a0 
unhealthy one : the provincial death-rate was 36°63 is compared with 31-21 for 
1899 and 26°52 for 1893. [i nearly every district the death-rato was greatly 
above the average. ‘he price of food gaatas ruled high throughout t 
Province in consequence of the large exports to the famine-stricken districts 
of Western India. “‘Bxcept in Palamau and parts of Ranchi, ther was 0 at 
famine, but the high price of grain everywhere no doubt drove many of he 
orer classes to crime.

| sails in the Province, in 12 the death-rate was below 25 per thousand, and in 
| [6 below 30 per thousand. .Theso 16 jails include 5 out of tho 8 central 
| jails, which hal jitually show much better results than district jails, being on 
the whole much better constructed, and no doubt better managed, while as 
atule only selected prisoners are sent to them. 
In the following 11 jails the death-rate exceeded 60 per thousand— 
Burdwan, Hooghly, Jalpaiguri, Rangpur, Mymensingh, Fatidpur, Barisal, 
Chittagong, Chapra, Motihari and Daltonganj. In 4 of these, Hooghly, 
Chapra, Motihari, and pidiongands there were severe epidemics of cholora. 
The other jails in the list are all situated in the most unhealthy districts in 
the Province, and ordinarily show death-rates greatly above the provincial 
tyemge, Four of these, jails (Jalpaiguri, Mymensingh, Faridpur and 
Motibari) were selected as representative, and the table below shows the

The Inspector-General has submitted a detailed explanation of tho jj 
mortality in the four jails as below — — 

Jalpaiguri Jail—There wore six deaths—three due to malarial foyer o, ; 
sequel, two to diarrhoea, and one to dysentery. The casualty’ roll sho» 
that five of these prisoners were noted as being in bad health when adit} 
into jail and one in indifferent health ; four were sent straight to hospital 
admission, three of whom died within a month, and the fourth in little pi 
than two months. But for these deaths the death-rate would haye ed 
27-9 instead of 83°8, With an average jail ‘population of only 70, reat vari 
tions in the death-rate must be anticipated. The jail showed a iow death, 
rate for the previous quinquennium, in two frit of which no 
occurred. No fault is to be found with the jail itself, which is on the atest 
plan ; it is supplied with a Pasteur-Chamberland filter, and the prisoners an 
allowed a ration of meat four times a week. Dinajpur showed a lower death 
rate than the quinquennial average, but such variations cannot be satisfactorily 
explained. 

Mymensingh Jail—There were $1 deaths. ‘The principal causes wor 
dysentery (11), pneumonia (6), and goneral debility (3). Of those who diel ¢ 
were in good health on admission, 15 wore admitted in indifferent health, and {9 
in bad health. During the year temporary buildings had to be erected to 
provide accommodation for the prisoners “in excess of the capacity of ihe 
permanent wards, it being impossible to find room in the Dacca or any othey 
Jail for the excess. There was no overcrowding tn any of the wards, but too 
many buildings were and are still crowded within the enclosure, The noy 
two-storey barrack which has been sanctioned will, when completed, mako it 

sible to clear away the tomporary buildings. The quinquennial death-mts 
in the Dacca Jail was only 15°8; the death-rate in it has been very low for 
some yoers; only solected prisoners are sent to it, as in the caso of other 
central jail8; it has been ‘uit on the most recent plan, and above all it has 
beon under ‘the charge of one of the most experionced and careful medial 
officers of the Province. 

Faridpur Joil—There were 29 deaths: 14 due to dysentery, 6 to 
pneumonia, and 3 to phthisis, This is a very badly constructed jail, the 
wards being on a bad plan and all crowded together, During tho yoar it’ was 
under the charge of a temporarily engaged medical officer, inexperienced in 
jail management, and there was injudicious management in the allotment of 
inbonr end a want of ono in, bridging ander treatment jeieonara who wore 8 

oor condition, The death-rate for the five previous years in the swll 
joakhali jail was 11-2, there having been no deaths in two of the years. 

Motihari Jail.—There were 27 deaths, 7 due to cholera, 6 to diarrhea or 
dysentery, 5 to anemia and general debility, and 4 to pneumonia. Of the 20 
who died from diseases other than cholera, 8 were reported to be in good 
health on admission, 7 in indifferent health, and 5 in had health. Thisisa 
well-constructed jail, but the district adjoining the Terai is notoriouly 
unhealthy. , 

6. Of the remaining eleven jails, Burdwan, Hooghly, and Chittagong ar, 
on the average of the previous five years, fairly healthy. Barisal and Chapt 
steadily improved during the previous two yoars as the result of more sanity 
construction. The jails on which the attention of the Inspector-Genoml 
must be carefully concentrated during the current year are Rangpur, Faridpa, 
Barisal, Motihari and Daltonganj. The last, the only onewhich the ark 
tenant-Governor has not himself seen, is a discredit to the administration.

8, During the year the scheme for improving the warder service by 
adjusting the grades and increasing the pay was sanctioned by the Government 
Indio. It is hoped that the service will now be sufficiently attractive to 
fulitate reovuitment and strengthen discipline, 
9. There is one other matter on which the Lieutenant-Governor would 
have been glad to see some remarks by the Inspector-General. Three years 
o the system of marks for good conduct was certainly not understood by the 
conviets in general. It was the exception to find a ‘convict who knew how 
much remission of his punishment he had actually earned, It is now rare to 
find a convict who does not, and it should be at last possible to judge whether 
the system is in truth effective in the prevention of prison offences and worth 
the trouble it entails, The Lieutenant-Governor cannot say that the evidence 
of the returns is very satisfactory. In 1896, on a prison population of 15,895, 
there were 35,548 prison offences, a ratio of 2-2 per prisoner; in 1900, on a 
prison population of 18,458, there were 41,576 prison offences, still a’ ratio 
of 22. The character of the prison offences seems to have been also 
unchanged for the better. In 1896 the major punishments wero 9 por cont. of 
the total; in 1900 they were 11-2 per cent. But these are figures for the 
grand total of the prisoners. The mark system is applied only to prisoners 
“whose term exceeds a year. The figures have therefore been taken out for the 
eight central jails, where the system must apply to all the prisoners, In 
thew sight jails the number of prisoners in 1806 was 8,461; the number of 
prison offences 18,892 ; the number of major punishments 2,654 ; the ratios 2-2 
and 140, respectively. In 1900 the number of prisoners was 9,766 ; the 
number of offences 22,855; of major punishments 3,426; the ratios 2-3 and 
150, respectively, The Inspector-General has eisewhere expressed the opinion 
that the mark system does improve the disciplme and behaviour of the coavicts 
to whom it is ‘applicable. The figures so far do not support the o inion; but 
they are not conclusive for a reason to be presently given. The Lieutenant- 
Governor, however, desires that the matter will receive the special attention 
of the Inspector-General in his next report. The reason why the figures are 
dot conclusive is this, The returns sh extraordinary: differences in the 
tumber and character of the prison offences in the different central jails. In

The convalescent side of the Eden Sanitarium at Darjeeling remained 
open from 11th March to 3rd November 1900, and the hospital portion through- 
out the year. ‘The number of admissions fell from 428 to 384, a numbor lower 
than the lowest figures recorded during any of the past ten years, The 
decrease occurred among the patients admitted to the second and third classes, 
and is attributed to the reduction in the number of visitors to Darjeeling caused 
by the disaster of 1899, The admissions in other classes show an increase, 

2, Of the 384 persons admitted during the year, 280 wero patients and 
104 relatives and friends, against 352 and 76, respectively, in the previous year. 
The daily average number of patients shows a decrease from 38-64 to 21-17, 
md the average length of time spent by each patient in the institution was 
uch less than in the previous year, Debility and malarial fever were as usual 
the most common complaints, and accounted for 70 and 97 admissions, respec- 
tively. Four patients died against ten in 1899, while 15 left relieved and 261 
completely cured, Tho total number of operations shows a slight reduction, 
via, from 84 to 80, but all of them proved successful. Nine persons at 
diferent times occupied free beds against 12 in the previous year. As remarked 
last yoar, there is still plenty of room for public charity to supplement and 
extend this most useful form of help. 

3. The total income of the institution amounted to Rs. 27,799 against 
Rs, 36,800 in 1899, thus showing a decrease of Rs. 9,001, which is due to the 
eduction in the number of patients, The expenses, on the other hand, rose 
from Rs, 34,398 to Rs. 85,372, chiefly owing to the inclusion of Rs. 4,709, cost 
of fittings and furniture ‘of the Surmical Block lately purchased. ‘The year
